The reason for the large share of succession revenues absorbed by the 
Provinces of Ontario and Quebec is not far to seek when it is pointed out 
lat the law stands to-day succession duties on intangible property, 
such as stocks and bonds and mortgages, are payable to the government of 
1e province in which the assets represented by the securities are located 
I interpretation this is held to mean that the juties are payable to the 
wovince in which is located the head office of the corporation issuing the 
ecurities, since, ith the exception of the banks, these companies refu 
to open offices for the transfer stocks and bonds and similar instruments

This situation has long been felt to be a discrimination against the 
maritime and western provinces, but in more recent years it has become

Enough has been said to demonstrate beyond dispute the inequitability 
of the allocation of succ duties resulting in discrimination against 
not only the less wealthy provinces but the heirs and beneficiaries of 
lescendants. 

The evil has existed long enough and is becoming more apparent with 
he increase in deaths in the western provinces as original and first *genera-
